All o£ the above are fine perfect copies. The science of Navigation was 
revolutionized by the publication of Cortes Arte of Nauigation, which contained 
many new methods of ascertaining latitude, etc. In the majority of copies the 
volvules belonging to the diagrams are missing. It seems probable that this volume, 
belonging to the ninth Earl of Northumberland and concerning mathematics and 
voyaging, formed part of the library which the Earl had with him during his 
imprisonment in the Tower. He had there as a fellow prisoner Sir Walter Raleigh, 
who was a personal friend.

He is the earliest writer who mentions the establishment of Printing in the New 
World, and the fact that the Scala Cceli of St. Joannes Climacus translated by his 
namesake Juan de Estrada from the Latin version, was entitled to the distinction of 
being the first book printed in America (about 1535-6).

Here 
Drake found the colonists in a very disheartened state, and although 
he at first proposed to leave them stores, he was at last persuaded to 
take them back to England.

It is a very curious work, containing an account of the first 
Church Establishments in Spanish America, and other important matters relating 
to its early history, as the introduction of arts and letters, printing, etc. The 
accounts of the various races of Indians, their creeds and manners, etc., are also 
highly valuable. At p. 23 of the first volume, Davila notices the introduction of 
printing into Mexico in 1532, mentions the first printer, Juan Pablos, and states 
that the first book printed was the well-known Scala Paradisi of Joannes Climacus.

First edition of the most beautiful of all woodcut books, and 
probably the finest copy in existence. It is the undoubted master¬ 
piece of the school of Venetian wood-engraving. Hundreds of critics 
have displayed their ingenuity in seeking to discover the name of the 
man who furnished the exquisite designs that have given immortality 
to one of the dullest productions of the Italian intellect. We are still 
as far as ever from learning whether the b which is found marked on 
some of the woodcuts (or metal cuts ?) is the initial of the designer’s 
or the engraver’s name. The probability is that b was the craftsman, 
since there are cuts in the 1505 Ovid which were evidently drawn by 


the same hand as those of the Poliphilo, and yet bear the initials ia. 
The artist cannot, therefore, have been either ia or b. The resemblance 
between the work of ia and of b (notwithstanding the superior technical 
skill of the latter) would easily be accounted for by the theory that 
they were two contemporary wood engravers working on designs 
supplied by a single artist. Some day these obscure matters may be 
cleared up by a lucky discovery of some latent fact. In the meanwhile

one seem to take much notice of the supposed discovery by the late 
Lake Price that Carpaccio was the man. 

The initial letters of the chapters form an acrostic which yields 
the words Poliam frater Franciscos Columna peramavit. In spite of 
this Latin phrase and of the Latin title of the book, the language is 
Italian disfigured with a little classical affectation in the spelling. 

The author wrote his book at Treviso in 1467, and the work has 
sometimes been described as having been printed then and there.

The Sermons are not mentioned by Petreius, nor, 
so far as appears, by any other writer. The twenty-first of these is 
entitled : “ Sermo in die sancti hugonis episcopi lincolniensis ”; and 
it is observable that the saint is spoken of historically, and that 
a “ Life” of him is cited, as well as the “ Speculum ” of Vincent of 
Beauvais, who flourished a.d. 1250. These facts, though consistent 
with the date assigned to Adam the Carthusian by Petreius and others, 
viz. 1340, do Dot agree with his biography as recorded in this MS. 

Unless there were two Carthusian writers of the name of Adam, the 
date 1340 must be an erroneous one. The sermon on St. Hugh would 
appear to have been interpolated into the series. Petreius re'ers to 
the “ Life of St. Hugh,” in five books, and cites words of the author 
which are found in the present copy: £> —que de uiro beatissimo 
lincolniensi presule uidi audiui,” &c., f. I lib, col. 2. He imagines 
that the book was written, not by Adam the Carthusian, but by an arch¬ 
deacon of Lincoln who was familiarly acquainted with St. Hugh—an 
opinion which is plainly contrary to the evidence furnished by this MS.

On the inside of the cover is the certificate of a Commission of Enquiry 
into the Rules, etc., of the Monastery, in which* they state they 
have examined this ancient book. It is dated 1686. 

The monastery of San Pedro de Cardena is one of the most cele¬ 
brated in Spain. It was the first Benedictine monastery to be founded 
in Spain (a.d. 537), and is famed both in romance and history. It 
WAS HERE THAT THE BODY OF THE ClD WAS BROUGHT FROM VALENCIA AND 
buried, as stated in the quotation above, in front of the high altar, 
while his charger Babieca was killed and buried before the entrance of 
the monastery by Gil Diaz. The original sepulchre of the Cid and his 
wife Ximena was erected in the place of honour near the high altar, 
but when the chapel was remodelled in 1447 Pedro de Burgo moved it 
into the sacristia, whence it was turned out in 1541. Thereupon the 
garrison of Burgos complained to Charles Y, who ordered it to be 
replaced in the chapel, whence it was once more removed in 1736 and- 
placed in the chapel of San Sisebuto. 

The monastery was sacked by the Moors in 872, and again by the- 
French in 1808 when they gutted the place and burnt one of the most 
curious libraries and collection of archives in Spain. It was probably 
on this occasion that the present volume became separated from 
its home. 

The volume is of the greatest historical importance, as it gives 
notices of the Abbots and distinguished monks as well as many patrons 
of the monastery buried there. There are also several saints in the 
Martyrologium that are not generally found. 

The initial letters through the book are very striking. 

Apart from its intrinsically historical value this volume may be 
considered as most nearly representing a personal relic of the great 
Cid. It is the earliest existing document relating to his burial. Its 
date is about 1380.

The arms painted on the border of the first leaf of the Virgin’s 
Office indicates the royal descents of the family called Manuel, sprung 
from the Infante Manuel, son of the King St. Ferdinand. From the 
Infante Manuel came Don Juan Manuel, the famous warrior, writer, 
and statesman ; from him Henrique Manuel (half-brother to Queens 
of Castile and Pertugal), Henrique’s son Fernando was father of 
another Juan and grandfather of the Juan Manuel for whom this 
hook was made. He was high in favour with Ferdinand and Isabel, 
and Ambassador from Spain at the court of Rome. The escutcheon 
is paly of three : Aragon, Portugal, and Manuel. 

The ornamentation is very rich and splendid. The borders are 
floral and, in all cases but one, painted on the white vellum. The one 
exception is the border to the Office of the Passion, which is painted 
in Flemish style upon a ground of pale gold.—The pictures have this 
peculiarity, that the Saviour and all the younger characters are painted, 
as having red hair, and the landscape backgrounds look Flemish.

As will be seen from the following extract from the reprint of 
Bellenden 1821, this manuscript of Boece has not been collated, nor so 
far as I can ascertain has the volume of Lindsay’s continuation. 

“ There are several manuscript copies extant of Bellenden’s Trans¬ 
lation of Boece. The most ancient and authentic of these belongs to 
Sir Alexander Boswell of Auchinleck. It differs from the printed 
work; and the Editor regrets extremely that the arrangements for 
the present publication did not admit of collating them. The earlier 
part, as far as the end of the table to the fourth Book, is wanting. 

What remains of the table differs in many respects from the printed copy. 

Then follows the list of Kings, which is a fuller translation of Boece’s 
catalogue. This is succeeded by ‘ Ane Ballat ’ which is the same with 
the ‘ Prohem of the History ’; but concludes, ‘ Heir endis the ballat, 
and ‘ beginnis the Preface direckit to our Soverane Lord ‘ King James 
the Fyft.’ The Preface occupies four pages and a half of the MS. It 
is just the Epistle which concludes the printed volume under the title 
of ‘ The Epistle direckit be the translatour to the Kingis grace ’; but 
concludes with the following date, which is material, as ascertaining 
the period at which the translation must have been executed ; ‘ at 
Edinburgh, the last day of August, ‘ the year of God, one thousand 
five hundreth and ‘ thretty-ane yeiris.’ 

“ It would be vain to attempt an enumeration of the discrepancies 
-that occur in the historical part of the narrative ; but a few of them 
may be noticed. In the third chapter of the Fourteenth Book, the 
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passage beginning, ‘ It was said 1 be thame that followit the opinion of 
Ballial ’ runs thus in the MS. : ‘ It is said that Robert Bruse was tbe 
cause of the discomfit of this last feild at Dunbar; for in the beginning 
of the battel, he permittit to King Edward to come from King Balial, 
with all his freindis and kjnnismen,’ and then he goes for his reward 
to the EngliEh monarch. A very remarkable variation occurs in the 
fifth chapter of the same Book. In the MS. Wallace’s speech to Bruce 
is literally translated from Boece ; whilst in the printed copy, all his 
abuse of Bruce is omitted, and an apology introduced. 

“. . . If Bellenden personally superintended the publication he 
must have had some purpose, which cannot now be detected, in garbling 
his original composition. In the Auchinleck MSS. there is con¬ 
siderably more of the vernacular language of Scotland than in the 
printed work.”
